TmUtr Arr<-|)tlnK the IlcpiittllrHn Nom- 
iMtlen for thm Ofllce of Prcaldont of tko 
ValtadStotM.

Is • oondensation of President HarriBon's 
Itttar accepting the Republican nomina- 
tion for the ofllce of pvMldent of tke 
United States:

Hon. William MoKinley, Jr., and OtAwra, 
Conmittee, Etc.: 

OimxKMETT— I now avail mym-Ifofthe 
flnC period of relief from public duties to 
respond to the notiflcntion which jrou 
brouRht to me on June 2<), of my noiiiiim- 
tion for the ofTlre of president of llie I'liitcd 
States by the Hcmiblicaii natii)iiiil coiiveii 
tion recently held at Minneapolis. I ac- 
oept the nomination and am grstefnl for 
the approval expressed by the convention 
of the acta of the administration. 

I have endeavored without wavering or 
weariness, so far as the direction of pul)lic 
affairs was ciiininitted to nie, to carry out 
the jiledues iii.idc to tlie peoplt^ in ISHS. It 
the jxilicies (if the adtninistrutioii tiave not 
beeu distinctively and proKressively 
American and Kepablican policies, the 
faolt haa not beeu in the iturpuHe, but in 
the execution. A vot<> of want of confi- 
dence is aslved l)y our adversaries; and this 
challenge to a review of what h/is been 
done we promptly and Kladl^r accept. 

The gi'eat work of tliu Hfiy-first con- 
gress haa been subjected to the revision of 
a Democratic house of representatives, and 
the acta of the exsoutivs deparUuent to ita 
■emtinv and inTaMgatlOD. A Democratic 
national admlnieCranoo wma anoceeded by 
a Republican admlnistratioa, and the 
freehness of events gives unusual facilities 
for fair comparison and judgment. There 
haa seldom i)een a time, I i bink. when a 
change from the declared p^Ik icn of the 
Democratic party involved .such serious re- 
■nlts to the business interesta of the oowi- 
trr. 

A brief review of what has been done 
and of what the Democratic party propose 
to undo, will justify this opinion. The 
Republican party duriny the civil war, de- 
vised a national currency, consistinK of 
United States notes, issued and re<leenialile 
by the government, and of national bank 
notca, baaed upon the lecnrity of United 
StatcB bonds. A tax was levied upon the 
issnea of state banks and the intandad re- 
salt, that all such issaea shonld be with- 
drawn, was realized. 

Our money is all M,iti<Jiml iin.ney. I 
mlubt almost say iiiternational, for t be.se 
bilis are not only equally and iudiscriniin- 
ately accepted at par in all the states but 
in some fonign countries. The Deniocratic 
party, if entrusted with the control of the 
government, is now plwlged t^i repeal the 
tax on state batik Issues, with a view of 
putting Into cii-culatioii again, under stich 
diverse !egi.«!at Kill as tlic st.ite.s may adopt, 
a tiuo<l of local bank isHues, Only tho.se 
who in the years liefore the war, experi 
enced the inconvenience and losses attend- 
ant upon the use <tf such money, can ap- 
preciate what a return to that system in- 
Tolves. , 

The preaident aaya that few aabjeota 
have eucited more discuaalon or azoitad 
more general interest than that of a re- 
covery by the United Stateaof its appro- 
priate share of the American carrying 
trade. He says: 

This subject touches not only our pockets 
but our national pride. The Kreat steam- 
ship lines of EuroD)) were built up aud are 
now in part susti^ed by direct or indirect 
government aid— the latU'r taking the form 
of a liberal pay for carrying the mails, or 
of an annual bonus given in consi.deration 
of agreements to construct tlie ships so as 
t o adapt tliem for cariyiiig an HriiiiiMii iit 
and to turn theiu over to the goveriiiitt-nt 
on demand u{. m speoifted terras. 

It was plain to every intelligent Ameri- 
can that if the United States would have 
such lines, a similar policy mnst be entere<l 
upon. The Fifty-first congress enac ted 
such a law; and umh i iis in m iii i( ,it in 
flueiicc, sixteen .Xiiu'iicaii sleaiii>liipH 
having an H^givgale tonnage of .'>T,4tK» 
tons, and costing |T,4(M),(iUU . have beeu 
built in Amer'can shipyards. lo add4tioa 
to this, It is row practically certain that 
we shall soon have under the American 
flag one of the Tiuest steamship lines Hail- 
ing out of Nt w Vork fur any Kiiropeau 
port. 'I'bis ( iiiitract u ill ri siilt int liecon- 
Htructiuu in American vards of four new 
passenger steamships of 10,(iuii tons eacli, 
costing about •8,U0U,UUU. aud will add to 
oar naval rsasrre six stsamsbip»-tbe 
fastest upon the ssa. 

In speaking of the establishuieut of 
lines from oar south Atlantic and gulf 
ports, the president declares that the 
Democratic party has found no pliu e in 
its platform for any mention of this im- 
portant subject ana has shown itt< liou- 
tility to the general policy by refusing 
to expend an appropnatiun made during 
the last administration for ocean mafi 
contracts with American lines. 

The president makes a lengthy state- 
ment in regard to the rociprcx;ity policy, 
It is now iii practical operation, he says, 
with five of the nations of Central and 
South America, San Domingo, the Siian- 
ish and Untish West India Islands, and 
with (TtTinaiiy and Austria, under sno- 
cial trade arran)?emeiits with each, lie 

■ays: 

We have onlv begun (o n-uli/e the l>eiie- 
flt of these triule arraiijieiiieiiis _ The work 
of crealiug new ageiicieb aud ul adapting 
our goods to new marketa haa necessarily 
taken time, but the results already at- 
tained are such, I aiu sure, as to establish 
in iMjpiilar favor the policy of recipnxml 
trade, i)as«Ml upon the free imijortation of 
such articles as do not injuriously com- 
pete with tlie pHKiucts of our own fain s, 
mines and factorieJi, in exchange for the 
free or favored introduction of our prod- 
ucts into other countries. The deolaia t ion 
of the platform in ikvor of "the American 
doctrine of protection" meets my most 
hearty approval. * 

The convention did not adopt a sche<lule. 
but s principle, that is to control all laritf 
Bclie<lules. There may lie dillerence of 
opinion aiiiong protectionists as to tlie rate 
upon particular articles neooasary to effect 
an equalisation between wages aoroad and 
at home. In soma not lemota ' national 
campaigns the issue has basa— or more cor- 
reetlr, Has been made to appear to be— be- 
tween^ high aud a low protective tariff , both 
putlas ezpressipg some Mlioitous i«gar4 



f(ir ttie wngos of our worklnt P«opie, anu 

fur tlie l)ros|ierity of ' OUr domtatlc indus- 
tries Hut under a mors OOamcsons lead- 
ersliip the Democratic party haS now prac- 
tically ileclarwl that if given power it will 
enact a taritT law without any regard to 
its effect upon wages or upon ilie c apital 
invested In our great Industries. 

A Democratic congress holding this view 
can not enact, nor a Democratic president 
approve, any tariff schedule thepurposeor 
effect of which is to limit lm|K>rtations or 
to give any advnntage to an American 
workman <ir j.roducer. ,A bounty might, I 
judge, liegivrii to tbe iiiiporter, under this 
view of the loiistituiion, in onler to in- 
crease Importations and get the revenue— 
for "revenneonly" on the limitation. Kecl- 
procity, of course, falls under this defini- 
tion, for its ob{ect and effect Unot revenue 
but the nrutK.><;ion of conimercial ex- 
changes, the profltaof which are wholly u> 
our producers. 

This destructive, un-American doctrine 

WHS not held or taught by tbe biitorio 

Dcnui' ratic statesmen, whose fame as 

Anieiii an patriots has reached this grnera- 
tion— certainly not by IciTerson or .lack- 
son. This mad crusiide against American 



shops, tbe bitter epithets applied to Ameri- 
can manufacturers, the pernslent disbelief 
of everv report of .the opsfdngof a tin 



plate mill, or of an in c r e a s e of our foreign 

trade by reciprocity, are as surprising as 
they are discreditable. 

'Inere is not athongbtful bu^ines man in 
tbe country who does not know that tbe 
enactment into law of tlie de<'larutioii of 
theCliioaao convention upon tbe subject 
of the tariff would at once plunge the coun- 
try into a business convuMon such as it 
has never seen; i lu re Is not a thoughtful 
workingman who dcx-s not know ttiat it 
wiiulil at once enormously reduce tlie 
amount of work to bedone in this .loiintry, 
by tbe increase of iiiipoi tat ions that would 
follow, and necessitate a reduction of his 
wages to the Uuropean standard. If any 
one suggests that this radical policy will 
not lK e.xecute<t the Democratic party at- 
tains power, what shall be thought of a 
jiarty that is capable of thus trifling with 
our great interests ? 

The president reviews the operations 
of existing tariff law by means of the 
data furnished by the senate committee 
apiiointed to inakn an Inquiry into the 
Kufiject. lie finds that the cost of 
various ariulci of necessity has de- 
creased under the tariff, that there has 
lieen an advance in wages and an ad- 
vance in the price of farm products, 
and he says it is plain that the tariff 
law has not impoaed bnrdna, but haa 
( oiiferred benefln vpoD both tM fkurmer 
and worlcinoman. 

In regardto tho tin plate Indnitry, the 
president says: 

In spit« of the doubts raised by the elec- 
tions of 185K) and of the maehinatlons of 
foreign protlucers to maintain their mon- 
opoly, the till plate industry lias been es- 
t.tbli-lied in t hf I'nited .<t;ites. and the al- 
liance between tbe Welsh priHlucers and the 
Democratic party for it s destruction will not 
succeed. The olticial returns to the trea.s- 
ury deiMrtment of the production of tin 
and tertie plates, in the United States, dur- 
ing tbe last 11 -cal yeiir, show a total pro- 
duction of i:t,'J4o,»i3!) pounds, and a com- 
parison of the ttrst quarter H'J5,l»a2 
pounils, with the last S,iiiio,oiio 
pounds shows the rapid develop 
ment of the industry. (iver .'),(kkiiko 
iiounds during the last quarter were made 
from American black platea and the re- 
mainder from forelKU plates. 

.\Ir .\> i r. the treasury agent in charge, 
estiiii.ii< ^ ,is the result of careful iiKpiiry 
that the jiK mI net ion of the current year 
will 1h- HKI.ooo.ikmi pniinds, ilnd that bv the 
end of the year our pnidnction will be at 
the rau of a()0,(JOO,oui) pounds per anuuiii. 
This tariff law has given employment to 
many thousands of American men and 
women, and will each year give employ- 
ment to increasing thousands. Its repeal 
would throw thousands out of employ- 
ment ami give work to others only at re- 
diufd wages. 

One of ttie f.-ivorile .irguiiieiits atraiiist a 
protective tarill' is tli.it it shuts us out 
from a paiticipatiim in what is calletl 
with] swelling emphasis the "markets of 
the world." If this view is not a false one, 
how dcH'8 it happen that our conimercial 
coniiietitors are not alile to bear with more 
serenity our ^.iippo^i il surrender to them of 
the "markets ot the world - ' And how 
does it hanpeit that tlie partial loss of our 
market closes tin plate mills and nlusli 
factories that still have all other markets i' 
Uur natural atlvaiitages, our protective 
tariff and the reciprocity policy, malM it 
possible for us to have a large oavtioipa* 

tion iu the "ui.irkets of the WOTW' With- 
out opening our own to a competition 

that would ilctroy the comfOTt and in- 
deoendeuce of our people. 

The Nsolution of the c«invention in favor 
of bimetallism declares, I think, the true 
and necessary conditions of a movement 
that has, upon these lines, my cordial ad- 
herence and sup])ort. I am thoroughly 
1 cuivineed that tlie free coinage of silver, 
at hut li a ratio to gohl as will maintain tbe 
e(|Uality in ilieir coiiiiiiercial uses ol lh« 
two coined dollars, woidil comlucu to the 
prosperity of all tbe great producing and 
commercial nations ot the world. The one 
essential condition is that these dollars 
shall have and retain an equal acceptabil- 
ity and value in all commercial traii-sac- 
lions. They are not only a meiliiiiu of ex- 
i liaiige but a iiiea.-ure ol value: ami, when 
two uueiiurtl measures lire calleil in law by 
the same uaute coiumeixe is uusettled and 
cuufttsed and (ba unwarjr and igMiwit are 
cheated. 

The president declared that the civil 
service system has been e.\tende«l anil 
the law enforced with vigor and impar- 
tiality. He approvort of the etlorts made 
to extend pulilio eiiiu atioii. Hn calla 
the attention of the farmers to the work 
done for the beueht of agriculture, to 
the opening ot new markets for our 
jiork products, and confidently submits 
to tlie intelligent and candid judgment 
of the Ainericiui fanner whether in any 
corresiMindiiig periislH of much has beeu 
done to promote his iuterosts and wheth- 
er a continuanet) and extension of those 
methoils there is not a better prospect 
otiercd to him than in the invitation of 
the Democratic party to give our home 
market lo foreign ninuufacturers and to 
abandon the reciprocity policy, and bet- 
ter also than the ra<bcHl and tmtriwl 
iiiethodH of relief iiroiKised bj- other 
parties wliu h are soliciting his support. 

.Something is said of tho foreign pol- 
icy of the adniiuistrafion, which is 
stated to be not a matter of partisan 
politics but uf patriotism and national 
iKJUor, and which, it is liolieved, has 
oiuued the Uuitwd Slattia to be held iu 
higher estimation abrotid. 

In regard to iiuinigratiou the presi- 
deut says: 

The necessity of a ..'ireful discrinii.ia- 
tion among tiie eiiiigiaiit seeking uur 
shores l)ecouie>> syery day more apiiareiit. 
We do pofc.want and W!K<id P9t rscsive 



those wlio liy reason ot i)a<t ctiaracter or 
habits are not wanted at home. The in- 
dustrious and self respecting, the lovers of 
law and' liberty should be discriminated 
from the paupers, the criminal and the 
anarchist, who comes only to burden or 
ilistnrb our communities. Every effort 
has been made to enforce the laws and 
some coiivit tiolis have been securtsl under 
the contract labor law. 

The presiiient pronounces the condi- 
tion of the countrv one of great pAtpor- 
ity, and concluded by stating: 

A change in tlu' in-rsonnel i f a national 
adniinistrntion is of comparatively little 
niomi lit. If those exercising piibUc func- 
tions are able, honest, diligent and faith- 
ful, "others possessing all tbe~i- (pinlities 
may be found* to take their places. Hut 
changes in the laws and administrative 
polic^ are of great moment. When pub- 
lic affairs have been given a direction, and 
business has adjusted itself to these lines, 
any sudden ( haiige involves a stoppage 
and new l)usiness adjust iiienf.'<. 

If the change of direi tion is so radical as 
to bring the conimercial turntable into 
ussk the business changes involved are not 
readJtMtments but are constructions. The 
Democratic party offers a program of 
demolition. The protective policy— to 
which all business, even that of the im- 
porter. Is nqw adjusted— the reciprocity 
policy, the new merchant marine, all are 
to be dellioliHhetl — not grndu»lly, Uot 
taken dow but blown up. To this pro- 
gram of destrtiction it has added one con- 
structive fe»ture. the re-eetabliahinent of 
state banks of issue. 

The policy of the Republican party is on 
the other hand distinctlvelya policy of safe 
progression Siid development of new fac- 
tories, new markets and new ships. It will 
subject busii.ess to no perilous changes, 
but offers attractive opportunities for ex- 
pansion upon familiar tines. Very respact- 
folly yours, BujAMni Habbhw.

M AULliFE WINS THAT TITLE. 



Fifteen KoiiiiiN Pought la the Ni'w Or- 
leans Ol.vmplu Club Booms In the Pret- 
raee of Thoasnnds of Knthnslastle flpec- 

tatorn— Pefalls of the Itiitlle liy UiiiiikIs. 

Nkw ( )|{I.i'..\ns. Sept. (1.— Although 
the first fight of the carnival was not 
begun until 9 o'clock or thereaboitts. the 
Olj'mpic club honiM was besieged before 
5 yesterday afternoon by hundreds of 
men who live in this city and all parts 
of the rniiiii. It was not unagreeable 
day by any means, for tho rain came 
down in torrents ivt freipu'iit intervals, 
but that little thing had very little 
eif ect on the enthntiaam of thoTisitors 
to tho city, or the residents thereof. 

All day up to supper time the streets 
in tlie central part of the city were 
lined with people, who had but one 
topic to talk about. The fights and 
lighters alone rrmstituteil the subject of 
di.stussiun ; while the fight of last night 
caused the chief interest of the 
there was also n good deid said about 
the big;:est (.•■ tlieiii all. that of Wednes- 
day ni^'lit. It was coiisidered, iiever- 
tli.less, that the battle of last night 
would lie the longest and most stub- 
bornly contested of the series. 

Before 0 o'clock the arena was uncom- 
fortably full of men who had paid $15 
for box seats, |10 for lower seats, i>7.60 
for seats in the gallery, and when ex- 
Mayor (iiiillut made the formal au- 
noiUK I iiieiit that a contest for the light- 
wi ight cliainpiniisliip of the world was 
alK>ut to take place he nceived arousing 
cheer. 

As the ex-mnyor finislied his brief 
speech. Professor John Duflfy, theoflicial 
referee, climbed through the padded 
ropes. 

Police Captain Barrett weighed the 
sloves iiersonally on the stage, and on 
Ending that they jiressed the scale down 
at full Ave ounces tossed thsm into the 
center of the ring. He then wame<l the 
crowd that order mnst be maintained, 
aud that persons who made too much 
noise or in anv way misconducted them- 
selves would be ejected from the build- 
ing. 

The men weighed in a few minutes 
before 6 o'clock. The limit was 188 
pounds. Myer scaled at 187 1-2 and Mc- 
Anliffe 187 H-4. 

When this proceeding was told by 
Professor Duffy it was made known that 
the time keeper would be R. }l. Frank, 
while Jimmr OolTille, of Boston, wonid 
hould hold the watch for McAuliffe, and 
(leorge B. Clarke for Myer. 

It was 9:10 p. m. when McAuliffe en- 
tered the ring, accompanied by his hand- 
lers, and WHS only moderately applaud- 
ed. Myer, who followed a minute later, 
was loudly cheered, showins that he 
was tbe favorite with the large ma- 
jority. 

McAnliffe's seconds were Jack Shee- 
han, Joe Choynski, Jimmy Nelson and 
Ftofeesor James Robertson, of Bay St. 
Louis. Mvvr was looked after by his 
brotiier Ed, John Ek;kert, Frank Hozie 
and Alf Kennedy. Myer twk his seat 
in the coniur occupied by Jack Deuip- 
sey, Peter Maher and other losers, and 
it is called the unlucky comer. 

The men, wearing only tmnks, shoes 
and stockings, shook hands at 9:\H and 
returned tn their corners. 

At 9:28 time was called. McAuliffe 
led with his right, bnt fell short. Mac 
then led with his left, but Myer stopped 
it, and countered lightly on the body. 
McAuliffe was agmn the leader, but 
Myer countered heavily with his right 
on the stomach. Both missed fire a 
couple of times. In a rally Jack ran 
away before any harm was done and the 
crowd cheereil. At the end of the round 
it looked as though McAuliffe was a lit- 
tle afraid of Myer's right hand. 

Second round — McAuliffe shot out 
left and rigid on Myer's head and loml- 
ed both. Ue again touched Mver in the 
face with Jbis left. This he foflowed up 
with his loft on tbe face and his right 
on tlis side of the head. A rally and a 
clinch followed, but both missed and no 
harm was done. Then McAuliife 
knocked Myer down with a right-hand- 
er on the side of the head. Some very 
liot lighting occurred when Myer got 
up. At inquartsrs and iu'rushes both 
men were wild. Bnt McAuliffe again 
sent Myer down by a left-hander. Myer 
wont to his oomer somewhat gn iggy. 

Third round— Myer opened this round 
with his loft, bnt fell short. McAuliffe 
caught him an upperout, but not hard. 
Myer then ruslieii McAuliffe, who kept 
away. There was a rally and a clinch 
without any harm, when Myer made 
another rush. Nobody was hurt in this 
round, but both men were apparently a 
little tired. 

Fourth round- McAuliffe missed iKjth 
right and left and Mver returned the 
compliment with right vigor on the 
stomach. Had it not been for the clinch 
.McAuliife would have fallen. A mo- 
ment later McAuliffe fell to his knees 
from a blow on tho stomach and .Myer 
made a lunge at him. Cries of foul went 
up, but Myer did not hurt hini. Mc- 
Aulitt'e again floored Myer by a blow on 
the nock, whit h was tho tirst that fol- 
loweil in rapid succession.

Monday's Convention Instructs for 
Hon. Thomaa H Payuter 

It hu been conceded on most every 
hand for aome time that the Democracy 

of this (li^^trict wnuldlioiior roii'^'ri's^inan 
Fayntur with a unauiinoua nomination 
ior another term. So wideapread ia this 
feeling tiiat the rank ami file have not 
thought it necesaary to quit thoir woik 
and attend the preliminary i^^eetings 
looking to hia nomination.
